NATION SWELTERS IN GRIP 
OF GENERAL HEAT WAVE 

CHICAGO, July 13.—(UP)—Tgnm- 
perature records fell, deaths from 

rostration were reported, and mil- 
ions of people sweltered today as 
summer's first severe, heat wave 
spread across the nation. 

Throughout the south and south- 
west, the middle west and the eastern 
states, record or near-record tempera- 
tures for July 13 were reported. Rec- 
ords for the season were broken in 
almost every state? In cities as wide- 
iy separated as McKeesport, Pa., and 

klahoma City, Okla., there were re- 
ports of deaths from heat prostration. 

In Chicago, the mercury hovered all 
afternoon around the 95 mark, which 
is the highest temperature ever  re- 
corded here on this date. 

Thousands of persons sought relief 
at beaches and resorts throughout 
southern Michigan. At Coldwater, 
Benton Fenno, 58, a farmer, died of 
the heat. 

Some of the highest temperatures 
reported were in Kansas, where the 
mereury climbed to 102 at Phillips- 
burg, 101 at Dresden, 100 at Garden 
City, and 99 at Hayes. 

Seater! Illinois baked under a broil- 
ing sun with temperatures around 95 
and threatening to climb higher. Many 
heat prostrations were reported. 
Extreme northern states also felt 
the effect of the wave. At Madison, 
Wis., the temperature went up to 90, 
six degrees lower than the record but 
high enough to cause much discom- 
fort. The Milwaukee weather _ bu- 
reau reported a high of 91, the rec- 
ord for the season. 3 

In Indianapolis, the 
shot upward from 73 at 6 a.m. to 
at noon. 

The Chicago weather bureau said 
that in most sections the heat wave 
would be comparatively short-lived, 
possibly ending ‘by tomorrew in the 
states near the Great Lakes, In the 
southwest, extremely hot weather al- 
ready has continued for four days 
with ‘no sign of abatement.

At the suggestion of Speaker Gar- 
ner, who said it was planned to ad- 
journ congress tomorrow night, the 
house then unanimously substituted 
its bill for the senate measure ahd 
sent it to the conferees with a view 
to final disposition possibly tonight. 

During the 40 minutes of debate 
on the bill one after another. of the 
democratic members condemned it as 
inadequate but all that could be had. 
“The best we can get,” said Repre- 
sentative Cochran, of Missouri. 
Doughton, of North Garolina, said: 

“The responsibility rests on the 
White Horse.” 

Republican spokesmen hailed the 
bill as agreeable to the chief execu- 
tive.

Friends of the dead youth here say 
that on several occasions he had re- 
marked that he was “born old” be- 
cause his father was 70 years old at 
the time of his birth. This fact ap- 
pears to have preyed on Smith’s mind, 
and although no mention was made of 
it in the testimony before the coroner's 
qury. the youth's friends have recalled 
t since his death. .

She is.a New 
York actress and close friend of Libby 
Holman, widow of young Reynolds, 

The transcript devotes much space 
to attempting to reconstruct the pic- 
ture in the room at the moment the 
body was found and develops so far 
unexplained reasons for wonderment.

Found Across Bed. 

Reynolds body was found across the 
bed.

County Official t ‘Says Case Is 
Unsolved, But Not 


?

WINSTON-SALEM, N., C., July 13. 
(P)e—The pistol bullet death of Smith 
Refnolds, young heir to tobacco mil- 
lions and husband of Libby Holman, 
Broadway torch singer, today remain- 
ed as deep a m¥stery as ever, a full 
week after the tragedy that shook this 
native city of the. victim and aroused 
the interest of millions. 

But the ensuing flood of sensation- 
al developments, marked by the ex- 
amination of the young widow twice 
by a coroner's jury, appeared to have 
subsided suddenly and completely. 

Sheriff Transou Scott, mild-man- 
nered chief peace officer of Forsyth 
county and head of local investigating 
agencies, insisted his inquiry would be 
continued. 

The county grand jury, to the provr- 
ince of which the case was automat- 
ically committed after a coroner's jury 
late Monday night returned a verdict 
of death from a gunshot wound in- 
flicted by a person or persons un- 
known, wrote its final report for the 
term without referring to the Reyn- 
olds mystery. 

The report, concerned with routine 
matters, was read in superior court 
late today, and the jury was discharg- 
ed from further service. A new grand 
jury will convene July 25 for duty in 
connected with the next term. of 
court. 7 +, 

“It means,” said a county official 
closely connected with the investiga- 
tion, “that the case is still wide open. 
It is an unsolved mystery. But, if 
we get sufficient evidence, soon or ten 
years hence, implicating any person, 
we can swear out a warrant and let 
the courts decide. An unsolved mys- 
tery is never closed.” 

Solicitor Carlisle Higgins and As- 
sistant Solicitor J. Erle McMichael, 
who examined witnesses in the three- 
day inquest, said Sheriff Scott had 
complete charge of the further course 
of efforts to determine facts. 

“Have you any new evidence,” the 
sheriff was asked, , 

“We're picking up bits here and’ 
there,” he said. But he would go no 
further. 

With a staff of only seven depu- 
ties, and no skilled professional de- 
tectives to assist him. the sheriff in- 
dicated it is necessary for him to un- 
dertake most of the investigation per- 
sonally. 

: Checking Walker’s Story. 

Today Scott let it be known he 
was still checking up on the story told 
by the 19-year-old Ab Walker. 

The sheriff said he retraced in his 
automobile the route from Reynolda 
to the hospital here over which Wal- 
ker brought the dying heir to mil- 
lions with Libby accompanying them. 

Driving at 40 miles an hour, he 
said, the trip required seven minutes. 

Walker’s testimony cited by Scott 
was that he called the hospital for an 
ambulance, then decided it would be 
quicker to take Reynolds in a private 
automobile and ran up stairs, picked 
up the wounded boy, carried him to 
the car, and dashed to the hospital. 

Telephone records showed the am- 
bulance call was made at 1 o'clock, 
the sheriff said, and the hospital re- 
corded Smith as being entered at 1:10. 

The officer asserted he was unable 
to understand how it would have been 
possible for Walker to have carried 
out all the activities he claimed within 
the 10 minutes. 

He advanced no theory, however, in 
connection with the point under con- 
sideration. 

A disclosure came from a member 
of the coroner’s jury that one of the 
principal. factors in the _ decision 
against a suicide verdict was testi- 
niony that the pistol from which the 
fatal bullet was fired was not found 
until four hours after the shooting, al- 
though the night watchman, W. E. 
Fulcher, declared he had made a care- 
ful search in the meantime. 

The pistol was found in plain view 
near the door connecting Libby’s bed- 
room with the sleeping porch on 
which young Reynolds was shot.

Libby Holman came ck today to 
the home town she left six years ago 
to become a Broadway idol. 

She had been expected to go to the 
modest apartment of her parents, but 
instead she sought the greater seclu- 
sion of the suburban home of her sis- 
ter.

It was definitely established today 
that the agreement provides for con; 
struction of a 27-foot channel through- 
out the seaway and stipulated that 
there shall be two dams. The seaway 
stretch of the river has a total drop 
of 220 feet. 

The dam sites have not been fixed. 
A total of more than 2,000,000 horse- 
power is expected to be developed, 
and divided equally between New York 
and Ontario, which will share the 
costs of the project with their re- 
spective nations. 

After the treaty is signed and after 
its ratification by congress, legisla- 
tion will be needed to détermine the 
policy of th: United States in its 
dealings with New York state con- 
cerning the power. 

The treaty will not name a definite 
figure as the possible cost of the proj- 
ect. Canada is to have a credit of 
$120,000,000 for money expended in 
rebuilding the new Welland canal, 
which is open to Americans on the 
same terms as Canadians. The cost of 
the total project is to be divided equal- 
ly between the two countries.

Libby Holman Viewed as Victim 
Of Her Own | Vivid Stage Artistry

man now is face-to-face with one of 
the oldest tragedies in the theater— 
the tragedy of the actress who can 
never dissociate her stage personality 
from her character in the public mind. 

As a matter of fact, all that the 
public knows is that she was held un- 
der guard after the death of her hus- 
band, Smith Reynolds. Yet across 
America thousands of the people who 
saw her on the stage are ready to 


The reason for this lies not so much 
in the news that has come out of the 
death mystery, but in the legend which 
Miss Holman built up about herself 
during her three years on the stage. 

It was in 1929 that she gave Broad- 
way an atavistic thrill. by appearing 
as a wanton quadroon in “The Little 
Show.”

They 
spent large sums of money in publicity and 
for paid lobbyists, each of whom spread 
prapaganda antagonistic to Bahnsen, state 
veterinarian. °. 

At that time Bahnmsen was not any too 
popular in some sections of the state be- 
cause of his determined fight against the 
cattle fever tick.

GALVESTON, Texas, July 13.—( 
Cotton men of the southwest, anxious 
to have rail cotton rates fixed before 
the beginning of the new season and 
hopeful of reaching an agreement on 
differences among themselves, today 
prevailed on railroad men holding a 
cotton rate hearing here to prepare 
a plan on rates and present it at a 
session of the meeting tomorrow.

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UNIFORM TRUCK CONTROL. 

Federal control of motor trucks 
operated over the highways of the 
country, in the opinion of Frank 
McManamy, interstate commerce 
commissioner, would be more harm- 
ful than helpful because it would 
extend to only about 12 per cent 
of the trucks in operation and would 


result in numerous conflicts with 


state laws. 

Federal jurisdiction could extend 
only to common carrier and con- 
tract trucks, numbering about 450,- 
000, while the remaining 3,000,000 
privately-owned trucks would be 
free from such regulation, 

Commissioner McManamy agrees 
that common-carrier buses engaged 
in interstate commerce, serving reg- 


ular routes, should, for the protec-: 


tion of the public, be subject to ap- 
propriate federal regulation, to in- 
clude safety of design, maintenance 
of the equipment used and the 
number, qualifications and hours of 
service of employes, but feels it is 
doubtful “‘under the conditions that 
prevail in the industry that such 
regulations could be effectively ac- 
complished.” | 

He takes the further position 
that even if this regulation could be 
put into effect on the 450,000 
trucks which would be subject to 
the commission, it would in no wise 
improve *the present situation be- 
cause of the 3,000,000 trucks on 
the roads subject only to regulation 
by the states. 

The best way in which to relieve 
the railroads of the unfair competi- 
tidn from unregulated highway traf- 
fic, in the opinion of this member 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, is through relieving them of 
any restrictions which may exist in 
the various states over the right to 
use the highways on exactly the 
same terms as motor-truck or 
motor-bus operators. 

In supporting this position Mr. 


McManamy says: 

If railroads are given the right to 
supplement their service by the use of 
motor vehicles and the desire to ren- 
der complete service exists, co-ordina- 
tion will follow as the day follows 
night. It can not be brought about 
by imposing on owners of motor ve- 
hicles the burden of obtaining federal 
permits and on the government the 
expense of issuing them. 

Forty-seven states now have laws 


and regulations govefning the use 
of motor vehicles. 
tive, and many are practically use- 
less, while all of them differ in es- 
sential requirements. Only a few 
of the states have adequate organi- 
zations, such as state police, to en- 
force these regulations. 

With approximately 3,500,000 
motor carriers operating over the 
highways of the country, there 
should be some co-ordinated, co- 
operative method of «control and 
regulation by which the safety of 
passengers and public can be as- 
sured, the highways built with tax 
money can be protected from de- 
struction, and the railroads, with 
their vital importance to the eco- 
nomic situation, can be relieved .of 
unfair and ruinous competition.

the bunk. Not-that they do any harm, 


but I regard such practices as a silly 
waste of time. 

From the physiological viewpoint— 
and here I do profess to be an ex- 
pert—just looking at things, prefer- 
ably distant things, landscapes or 
scenery without undue effort to make 
out detail, is the most healthful eye 
exercise one can take. Mind, I am 
not saying that rolling your eyes g0o- 
goo js not exercise or not without 
benefit’in some instances.

known promenade, rolling great bil- 
lows of smoke over the ocean and 
raining sparks on the beach. The 
throngs stampeded on several occasions 
and formed a knotty problem for po- 
lice. 

About 5 o'clock the fire was spread- 
ing voraciously down the boardwalk 
with little hope of divesting it when 
the wind suddenly changed and shunt- 
ed the flames across Surf avenue. 
This saved the promenade temporarily 
but boded ill for the more substantial

Special alarms brought every piece 
of fire fighting apparatus in Kings 
county racing to the spot, preceded by 
high officials of the fire and police 
departments. 

Thirty engine companies, 10 hook 
and Jadder units, five high-pressure 
pumpers and other equipment, direct- 
ed by all battalion chiefs in the area, 
were thrown into the battle to save 
the spa. 

Bath houses, small inns, hot dog 
stands and dozens of entertainment 
concessions went up iv smoke as the 
blaze gained headway. Several auto- 
mobiles in the burning area caught 
fire and exploded. 

The storeroom of a shooting gallery 
blew up and sent bullets whistling 
over the heads of the spectators. Most 
of the structures were hastily built 
with wooden frames and _ tar-paper 
— and were easy prey for the 
ire. 

The resorters.and regular residents 
became panic-stricken as hours passed 
without apparent progress on the part 
of the firemen and began moving out 
their effects in the danger zone, Many 
of them congregated in the lobby of 
the Half Moon hotel, a prominent 
landmark, and watched their homes 
swept away. 

The-eonflagration started about 
3:30 in the afternoon in a motar 
drome at the corner of 22d avenue 
and ‘the boardwalk and advanced 
south for several blocks, taking every- 
thing in its way.

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BG CROWD AT DAWSON’ 


Fulfillment of 1926 Cam- 
paign Promises Pointed 
Out to 800 Hearers. 


DAWSON, Ga., July 13.—Eugene 
Talmadge, candidate for governor, 
spoke to a crowd estimated at from 
six to eight hundred people here te- 
day at the Terrell county courthouse, 
where, in his 1926 campaign for com- 
missioner of agriculture, he engaged 
in a debate with d. Brown, then 
commissioner of agriculture. Mr. 
Talmadge called attention to the 
promise he made at that time that if 
elected he would fire the 200 oil in- 

spectors who were costing the state 

2,000 a year, and pointed out that 

e had fulfilled that promise. 

Malwadec told his hearers that 
Abit Nix, one of his opponents for 

overnor, “has spent his life in his 
ome town representing the power 
company and other special interests, 
securing for them special concessions 
and franchises from his home town of 
Athens, Ga., and is not in sympathy 
with the common people.” 

Mr. Talmadge said: “A man of this 
type cannot be expected to deal with 
conditions such aS we have today 
when the economic, future of the 
state is in the balanc#.” 

He further told his hearers that “a 
man of this type is necessarily un- 
familiar with the conditions of the 
farmer.” 

“What does he know about a man’s 
farm being sold for taxes because his 
eotton cr op will not bring enough to 
pay them?” Talmadge asked his anu- 
dience. 

Talmadge pleaded with his hearers 
to give the farmers a chance. He said: 
“Farmers of the state have voted for 
40 years for business and professional 
men for governor, and it is about 
time that the business and profession- 
al men vote with the farmér for a 
farmer-governor, who knows their 

problems.” — 

“This is true because the prosperity 
of fhe business and professional men 
is dependent upon farming being made 
profitable to the farmers.” 

In closing, Mr. Talmadge = said: 
“Give the fapmers a governor who is 
one of them. Fe can restore them and 


thus help th® entire state.” 


CROWD OF 1,000 HEARS 
TALMADGE AT ELLAVILLE 


ELLAVILLE, Ga., July 13.—Eu- 
gene Talmadge, candidate for gover- 
nor, was received here this afternoon 
by more than 1,000 persons, who gath- 
ered in front of the Schley county 
courthouse from nearly a dozen sur- 
rounding counties. Due to the in- 
adequate size of the courthouse audi- 
torium, Mr. Talmadge spoke from a 
truck on the courthouse lawn. The 
crowd overflowtd the lawn and stood 
in the street, making it impossible for 
traffic to pass. This apparently incon- 
venienced no one, however, since busi- 
ness was at a standstill during the 
course of the address. He was en- 
thusiastically received and was fre- 
quently applauded and interrupted by 
encouraging shouts from his hearers. 

J. H. Statham, chairman of the 
Schley county commission, introduced 
Mr. Talmadge. Following his address 
the candidate was detained for half 
an hour by the crowd, who gathered 
about him shaking his hand and con- 
gratulating him on his speech. There 
was no room for doubt that he had 
won the support of those who had 
gathered to hear him.

‘Laughing at the Depression 


BY ELWOOD LLOYD IV. 

According to all the stories we have 
been hearing there must be a depres- 
sion offsome sort on—but it hasn’t 
bothered us enough to notice during 
the past 18 months. We have been 
travelinng about the country, seeing 
sights and enjoying ourselves tremend- 
ously—found it cheaper, actually, to 
get out and take a good long vaca- 
tion than it was to stay at home. 

First of all the equipment for tak- 
ing a traveling vacation doesn’t cost 
much in these days of good highways 
everywhere. Almost any old car will 
deliver thousands of comfortable, hap- 
py miles if it is treated with a little 
consideration and not pushed too 
hard. Proof, we paid $20 for the 
equipage—a half-ton truck—in which 
we have leisurely toured 15 states in 
three different countries. 

At an additional cost of $17.50 for 
lumber, canvas and_paint, we fixed a 
little camping body on the old truck— 
arranged it for comfortable travel and 
sleeping quarters for the three of us— 
Nip and Tuck, the two Scotch collie 
pals, and myself. Thought we might 
use it on lit hree or four-day camp- 
ing trips into the surrounding can- 
yons. When it was finished it looked 
pretty slick—something like the little 
wagons they used to use for peddling 
fish. We felt we really ought to give 
it a tryout. 

Throwing our warbag and —— 
bag and a little grub into the ol 
hack, we set out from California for 
a little trip to Yuma, figuring to. be 
gone about a week or 10 days. That 
was on the 12th of February, 1931— 
a little more than 18 nths ago— 
and we haven't been home since, Been 
out getting acquainted with our coun- 
try, as well as giving western Can- 
ada and certain portions of Mexico 
the once over. 

Our arrival in Atlanta checked %off 
93.276 miles since we set forth on 
that little trip to.-Yuma 18 months 
ago. Eighteen months filled with a vol- 
ume of pleasures we never before were 
able to purchase at such a small cost. 
Because We are rather methodical in 
our manners—and perhaps, too, be- 
cause we are half-Scotch, we a 
accurate daily record of everything. 
So we know costs to a fraction of a 
cent. ‘ 

On the portion of the cruise going 
northward to Vancouver, British Co- 
lumbia, our daily average expense was 
$2.18,. This included everything—gas- 
oline, oil, repairs, special food for the 
dogs, food for myself and the hungry 
hitch-hikers we are continually  pick- 
ing up,~and occasional camping fees 
where we were obliged to stop in tour- 
ist camps. . ee 

But living-tosts and foodstuffs are 
getting lower in price. Since leaving 
Vancouver, the 16th of February. 
the average daily cost has dropped to 
$1.57—and this includes everything. 
Or, saying it another way, our vaca- 
tion tour thus far has been made at 
a cost of just about two and one- 
cents per mile, . 

What about the cost of operating 
the car and keeping it up? The aver- 
age figures given include oy and 
replacements. However, we have kept 
a separate record of those costs—and 
here they are: : 

Near Death Valley .we. had to buy 
a fan belt—cost $1.25. Coming out of

Vancouver in a snow storm we crowd- 
ed the old car pretty hard and broke 
a valve steam, which punched a hole 
in a piston head—cost $6.60. At 
Tuscon, Ariz... we had to buy a new 
inner tube—86 cents. The other day 
the starter wasn’t working with as 
much pep as usual so we investigated 
and found the he were entirely 
worn out—putting in a new set of 
brushes, recharging the battery, and 
giving the old Desert Tortoise a thor- 


ough greasing, cost us $3.90. That is) 
all—-a grand total for repairs and re- | 


placements of $12.61. 

We are still traveling on the same 
rubber the car wore when it came 
into our possession—and it looks as 
though the tires still have a lot of 
good miles in them. To date we have 
had three flat tires—twice when we 
picked up roofing nails, and once 
when we pinched a tube in making a 


repair. We're just so Scotch we do | 


our own fire fixing. 


How have we traveled so long and | 


so far at such a small cost? The an- 


swer is summed up in two very sim- | 


ple words—‘“Don’t hurry!” 

We take things easy—seldom driv- 
ing more than 20-to 35 miles an houp 
—and are always ready to meet the 
unexpected emergency casually and 
ease through it.. On steep upgrade 
roads we don’t have any hesitancy in 
slipping into second or low gears, and 
saakit up the climb gradual-like— 
and on steep down-sides we find is 
cheaper and more comfortable to 
travel in compression than to pay for 
relining brakes or accidents. And we 
see more of the beauties of the coun- 
try. 


e Nearly every town has a Chamber 


of Commerce, existing for the very 
purpose of giving information about 
the interesting things in the surround- 
ing territory—usually they Have plen- 
ty of well illustrated literature which 
may be made without charge. But eve 

if there is no C. of C. there will surely 
be a little weekly newspaper.

editors of little country weeklies are 
really quite human-like in their ac- 
tions—mostly they are well worth the 
few minutes it takes to stop and get. 
acquainted. 

f one will just bear two simple 
things in mind when touring—in ad- 
dition to the important “Don’t Hurry” 
—repair costs will be very small. 
Keep the car well lubricated aad all 
the nuts and bolts and screws tight. 
Have ‘everything tight before starting 
—and then keep it that. way. A little 
looseness, plus the vibration of travel 
—and we have a sure-fire way for dé- 
veloping trouble which will cost real 
money in the end. Test the air_pres- 
sure in tires frequently—not negiect- 
in the spare—and keep that pres- 
sire close to the figure indicated on 
the easing. This simple precaution will 
reduce the number of punctures and 
blowouts,:- and add life to the tires. 

- We shall probably make our little 
outing last for a full two years—but 
the \principles of our operation are 
fundamental and apply equally well to 
the customary two-week vacation— 
when they are followed they will pay 
large dividends in enjoyment and rec- 
reation te fill one with zip and zest 
to meet the problems of the working

city has created a breeding place for 
mosquitoes, flies and other insects and 
germ carriers, causing constant annoy- 
ance and fear of disease epidemics, not 
only to the plaintiffs and other resi- 
dents of the area, but to the entire 
community, the petition alleges.

that the greater portion of the raw 
sewake is not passed through the plant:
